Qy Office Memorandum datod 11-26-63* SAIC Forrest G. Guthrie* Mobile* was requested 
to attempt to interview Lieut, John Stewart Evans at Whitney field, Hilton* Florida. 
SAIC Guthrio was also requested to interview Oswald's, first cousin* Jean Kurrefct* 
at tho Jesuit Seminary* Mobile* Alabama* tficre he is studying for the priesthood. It 
was requested that both of those individuals bo questioned as to whether or not they 
know A, J. Kidell* or Alek Jamc3 Hidell. 

Vhcn Oswald was arrested on 8-9-63* three Cubans had been arrested with him* one of 
them being named Carlos Bringuier* owner* Casa Roca Clothing Store* 107 Decatur St.*. 

New Orleans. 

The writer intcrviei:od Bringuier on the night of llr-23-63 at his placo of business. 

He stated that on 6-21-63* a AJ; Hj about 15* and a companion visited his store. He 
said the two boys told him that they wanted to assist his organization* primarily to 
fight Castro. Ho said he tpld tho bqya they wore too young but they could assist 
his cause by soiling 5°$ bonds for his organization. Ho produced a receipt dated 
6-21-63 • It is quoted as follows: 

n I give to Philip Geraci III* 2201 Creon Acres Rd,* VE 5-2696 CIO. 00 (ten dollars) 
in bonds of the Cuban Student Direcorato to be 6ale and he agree with me to sign both 
togother.

He said during the early part of August* 1963* Philip Geraci III had returned to his 
store and had told him that while trying to sell the bonds* he had been stopped by a 
man who claimed to be an fill agent and tho man had told him ho needed a city permit to 
sell the bonds, for this reason Geraci had brought the bond3 back to Carlog. 

While Geraci and his unknown companion were in the store* Lee II. Oswald came into the 
store and while Carlos was engaged with a customer* Oswald had apparently engaged in 
a conversation with the two bqys. IIe*.Carlo3* then had a conversation with Oswald who 
askod him what his position was v&th the Cuban Student Directorate* which is said to 
be an anti-Castro organization. Carlos said he had explained to Oswald that ho was an 
officer and Oswald said he wanted to contribute to the movement. He wanted to volunteer 
his services insofar as training the Cuban3 to fight, Carlos said he declined Oswald's 
offer for tho reason ho thought Oswald might be an FBI agent in disguise* planted to 
try to determino their future actions. •. \ v

The day following Oswald ! o visit to tha store* Oswald returned and left with Carlos 
a book* "Guidebook Tor !iarinos ,, # Ho said ho thought by this action* Oswald was trying 
to gain hie conTidcnco. 

ho said about Tour days later Cel30 i'i, Hernandez came to his ctare, Hernandez boing 
a member ol' his organization, and told him that an American vaa distributing pro-Castro 
liters turn on Canal 3t», Maw Orleans. Carlos said that with another member named Iiigucl 
Cruz, ho vent to look i’or the American, but could not find him. They had than returned 
to hl3 store. Shortly thereafter, another Cuban had come to the storo and said the 
American was then in the 7G0 blook of Canal St. • 

Carlos said he immediately wont to the 700 block of Canal St. with two other Cubans, 
Cclao H. Hernandez and Miguel Mariano Cruz, and tlioy located the American, who turned 
out to be Oswald, He said Oswald appoared 3urprisod to see him and had tried to shake 
nan da with him, Carlos, but Curios said he refused to shake hands. Ho said Av^i s 
was handing out pamphlets entitled "Viva ridel" arid "Hands Off Cuba," Carlos 3 aid ha 
was so angry he tried to strike Oswald as a result of which same one called the police 
and they were arrested. 

Me said at the time of the arro3t, he recalls that the police reprimanded Oswald 
concerning the name and address, "A J Hidell, P. 0. Box 3C016, Hew Orleans, La." which » 
tod apparently been placed with a rubber stamp on the pamphlets. The police contended 
that instead of the post office box number, there should have been a street address. 

Carlos also recalled that Oswald tod showed the police a Fair Play for Cuba membership 
card signed by Vincent Theodore Lea. He said Oswald had also shown the police sane typo 
of credential issued by the Hew Orleans Branch, Fair Play for Cuba. 

Subsequent to this ho said he saw Oswald when they appeared in court at Orleans. 

He said Oswald tod been fined £10 and the charges against the Cubans had boen dismissed, 
lie said when they appeared in court, Oswald was apparently alone. 

On 3-21-63 ho said he tod debated with Oswald over radio station WB5U, Hew Orleans. 

Carlos said after this debate he never saw Oswald again. In addition to the "Guide- 
book for marines", Carlos gave the writer a copy of The.

Oswald appears. On page 139 under the caption Sight Setting, the following io under-

Upon returning to tho office, R, J, Hnycol, Jr., after having been interviewed by’ EA 
CorrGt3 and EMC P.ico, was preparing to depart the office. Ho was interviewed by the 
writer and stated phono number 3?5-787l* had been changed to 891-5365. Further, that 
he was more or less living in a common-law relationship with Patricia Lacaze, co-payee, 
filo 3-13-5333. Further, that as ho in an electrician and is coldom home, Patricia 
Lacs.zc takes his phone calls for him. Ho indicated ho expects to marry her at a future 
date. . 

On 11-26-63 called at Ed Smith Stencil Works, 1*26 Camp St,, New Orleans, and inter- 
viewed tS r, J. B. Moore, Vico President, A copy of toe application font*. The Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee, bearing the name "A J Hidell, P, 0, Box 30016, New Orleans, La." 
was shown to him. He said without a doubt this had been made with a Superior Swift set.
